r.illeil at as “an upholder of iniquity.*’ Now. the 
iiobb* 4*arl. having the advantage in the faet that 
lie knew what he was doing, did not eoni-ern hinis4*1f 
S4*ri4iusly over the hysterical onllireaks, \ corre-

It is understood that tlie 
latter condition nill be made to govern speculation 
in line time, as the Rart-Agnew law does not apply 
in any way to the man who makes a bet. only to 
the 4me wli4> accepts a wager and records tbe same.
